Interest has no 


power over them ; and they often refuse 
to perform a small service for a sum of 
money, pointing to their mouths and 
saying they are not hungry.

The following is Mr. Ingham's reply 


to the address of his friends at the din- 
ner table.

My Friends and Fellow Citizens : 


It is impossible not to feel deeply sen- 


sible of this manifestation o f y o u r kind- 
ness. 
It has been my good fortune 


to have been long connected with you 
in all the various relations of social and 
political life. 
I am indebted to the 


generous confidence of my fellow citi- 
zens of this congressional district, and 
especially of my native county, for all 
the numerous public employments in 
which I have been engaged for the 
greater part of the last twenty five 
years—I have received from them and 
from you in common with them, innu- 
merable favors which can never be re- 
paid, but from the overflowings of a 
grateful heart; but this scene imposes 
a deeper obligation than all the rest—It 
is impossible to find language to ex- 
press my feelings—I can therefore only 
return to you my sincere thanks and as- 
sure you thai it will ever be remember- 
ed with the most profound and unwa- 
vering gratitude. 
For the kind 
par- 


tiality with which you have contempla- 
ted and spoken of my public services, I 
can only offer you additional thanks— 
between us, the heart and not the tongue 
is the organ of communication, and it 
speaks its feelings best in silence. 


When I resigned the trust which the 


citizens of this district last conferred 
upon me. to engage in another of great- 
er hazard and responsibility : you wise- 
ly permitted me to enter upon the new 
scene of probation, without indulging 
or exciting expectations—you felt as 1 
did, that the undertaking was hazard- 
ous, and you sympathised in my anxie- 
ty for the consequences. 
It was known 


that the department committed to my 
care, had recently been charged with

revenue for current expenditure, would 
cause a scene of ruin which cannot be 
described. 
I have no doubt but all 


these evils may be averted, and instead 
of m u l t i p l y i n g antagonist interests and 
exciting animosity and haired through- 
out the nation, marked by geographi- 
cal boundaries the most dangerous of 
all, thru measures might be adopted 
would preserve every interest of the 
country, in the operation of which, eve- 
ry section would be reconciled ; and 
which would in fact, draw together the 
different parts with bonds of aflection 
founded in m u t u a l personal as well as 
political interests. The successful a- 
dapiatiun of these measures to their 
end, 
will require not less of the spirit 


of patriotism and of compromise, than 
knowledge of the condition, and skill in 
the arrangement of our diversified pur- 
suits. The system is complex, and 
simplicity can only be restored by slow 
degrees, and the time is at hand when 
the work should be in progress. 
The 


difficulties are great, but they are not 
insurmountable, and the object is wor- 
thy of the highest effort of human intel- 
ligence. 
To establish more firmly the 


bonds of this union, not by physical 
power, but by means of the moral ce- 
ments, mutual affectioM and mutual in- 
terest, is a work of the most exalted 
character, and when accomplished will 
perpetuate an undisturbed possession 
of our rich inheritance, not only to our 
posterity, but render it at no distant 
day, by the mere force of example, not 
less valuable to the cause of human li- 
berty and happiness throughout the 
world. This work, so far as it depends 
on the treasury department, has now 
been committed, I trust, to abler hands, 
and I devoutly hope it may meet with 
the attention and success it so wel! de- 
serves. 


If in the desire to discharge with 


fidelity to the country, and satisfaction 
to those more immediately concerned, 
and under the pressure of great anxiety 
to prepare for the high objects I have 
just referred to, I have not mingled in 
the partizan operations which, whether 
intended for good or for evil, are usual- 
ly found about the sources of power and 
patronage, I shall be excused for hav- 
ing no leisure for such employment, e- 
ven if I had had a taste for the associa- 
tions of this nature, which existed at 
the metropolis. 
Nor was I engaged, 


as has been insinuated by some who 
.seem lo speak by authority, in arrang- 
ing plans for the selection of a succes- 
sor to the presidential chair. 
My cor- 


respondence with you my friends, lim- 
ited as it was, will bear strong negative 
testimony at least to this fact; but if it 
be not satisfactory, I take this occasion 
to absolve every person to whom I 
have written a letter, from the date of 
my appointment lo that of my removal, 
from every obligation of confidence on 
that subject, which is usually deemed 
to belong to private correspondence, 
that the proofs of this charge may be 
given to the world, if any exist. 


You must not. suppose that I arn about 


to pour out complaints for private 
griefs. 
I have no private griefs. 
My 


judgment has never wavered for a mo- 
ment, as to the course which duty and 
honor prescribed, in the relation I bore 
to the president and the other mem- 
bers of the administration ; and sustain- 
ed by an approving conscience as well 
as by many evidences ofpublic opinion, 
and most especially by your generous 
uml kind countenance on this occasion, 
I should be unfaithful to my own char- 
acter and u heartless ingrate, if I could 
entertain, much less express, a senti- 
ment of private grief.

ped oi the attractions of power, and ex- 
iled from the public service by the 
chief magistrate, for whobe character

Washington, — I can have no cause of 
resentment therefore on this account. — 
It will not be thought profanity, I hope, 
to say that the president is but a mor- 
t a l ; subject to all the infirmities inci- 
dent to h u m a n nature ; his displeasure 
or denunciation are not directed by an 
omniscient eye, nor do they carry with 
them political or corporeal death — And 
even, if, as he suggested in his corres- 
pondence with me of the 20th of April 
last, 1 was intended as a sacrifice to pro- 
pitiate public opinion for others whom 
lie loved, and whom ii had severely 
threatened, that of itself is not good 
cause for resentment. 
It was not the 


ancient custom even in idolatrous sac- 
rifices to select the worst of the Hock 
for those purposes. But whatever may 
have been the motive for my removal, I 
shall enjoy the effect, and I feel like a 
mariner who has safely returned from a 
long, toilsome and somewhat perilous 
voyage, to receive the joyous greetings 
of his old companions and friends. 


Among the American people, the 


public judgment alone can fix lasting- 
disrepute on a public man. 
'I here is 


loo much independence in the press, 
for iruih to be successfully perverted, 
or the public mind to be permanently 
deceived by ihe arts of the servile and 
mercenary part of that body. 
I cannot 


be mistaken, however, in the indications 
1 have seen, that whatever may have 
been the motive for dissolving the cab- 
inet, that object is not deemed to have 
been fully accomplished by it ; and it is 
very apparent that a corps editorial has 
been organized, ready to let oft" their 
poisoned shafts at whomsoever, 
and 


whenever, directed by ihe master of 
ihe signals. 
Some of these, perhaps 


too eager for the chase, or perhaps in 
obedience to some private signal, have 
some time since commenced their at- 
tacks on me. — I could not mistake 
their connection, but I heed them not. 
The foremost of our temporal duties is 
that which we owe to our country, and 
with this guide for a polar star, whoe- 
ver makes careful observations can nev- 
er mistake his way. The treatment I 
am lo receive from the corps I have ad- 
vened to, will depend not upon the cha- 
racter of my services to the country, 
nor on their benefit or injury to the ad- 
ministration, but upon the meekness 
and silence with which I shall submit 
to what they deem the greatest of all 
grievances, t/ie loss of office.. — But, as 
they and I place a different estimate on 
these things, and this loss is deemed to 
be a gain, I shall have no opportunity 
of making a merit of my meekness, or 
commending myself to their favor by a 
self-denying silence — I shall, therefore, 
pursue the course which duty to the

You have been pleased to express a 


strong desire for some "explanation of 
the extraordinary measure which has

to the dissolution of the cabinet. 
It is 


reasonable to suppose that there was 
an adequate cause for a proceeding so 
unexampled in the annals of our coun- 
try : — measures of this kind are not 
very uncommon in those governments 
where it is held that the chief magis- 
trate "can do no wrong ;" but this doc- 
trine does not belong to our system, 
and it must be an extraordinary case 
which could render such a step expedi- 
ent. — Of this, however, the people must 
be the judges in the last resorl, and, 
before it is drawn into a precedent 
which might be u.sed for undefined and 
dangerous purposes, they have a right 
to be fu.'iy iufonr.rd.
